3. In view of Applicant's remarks, claims 1, 3-4, 6-10, 12-17, 20-23 and 25-27 are allowed. 

4. The rejections over the prior art of SHIODA have been withdrawn since Applicants have 
shown that the addition of foam in the electromagnetic wave shielding material would affect one 
of the principal objectives of the invention, which is providing an electromagnetic wave 
shielding material that produces little to no cutting debris when cut. [Refer to pages 11,13 and 
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14 of remarks filed 10/16/2006.] The prior art of ROELL fails to show the claimed portions 
extending between the upper and lower ground structures entirely void of connecting thread fi-om 
both ground structures.
